and by reaſon of the Defects and In- 
capacities of Hyrcapys the High-

vince, He ſubſtituted his Son Pha- 


ſael 45 in the Rule of eruſalem, and 


of the Country thereabout, and his 
other Son Herod in the ruling of Ga- 
lilee; and was at laſt poiſon d in his 
Drink by Malchas King of the Ara- 
bians, whom he eſteem' d as his par- 
ticular Friend. 


2. We meet with three Herods 
in the Goſpel : one calPd Herod the 
Great; another nam'd Herod Anti- 
pas, Son of Hered the Great by Mal- 
thaca, commonly calPd Herod the Te- 
trarch; the third is Herod Agrippa, 
the Grandchild of Herod the Great, 
by his Son Ariftobulus. Herod the 


ſecond Son of Antipater, commonly 
calPd

call'd Herod the Great, and the Aſca- 
lonite, by his Proweſs and Policy 
endeard himſelf to the Rulers of 
the Roman State; and theſe, by the 
Conſent of the Senate, made him 
King of Jadea. They among the 
ews that ſided with him, and help'd 

promote and ſupport his Reign, 
tho he were a Stranger, and of the 
Seed of Edom, ſome conceive to be 
thoſe that are calPd Herodians in the 
Goſpel, Mat. 22. 16. Mark 3.6. Men 
of as eminent Learning and Autho- 
rity as any other in the Nation, bur 
ſway d by r 50 this Compli- 
ance. He was a Man compos'd of 


Fawning, Policy, Cruelty, and Un- 
heron 22 Ho mw che Mur- 
derer of the Children of Bethlehem, 
Mat. 2. and of his own Children. 
To ingratiate himſelf with the Jews, 
he new built the Temple of Jeruſa- 
lem. He had ten 428 by eight of 
which he had Iſſue; and in his time 
was Chriſt born. Being viſited with 
a judicial Diſtemper, he ends his 
= miſerably ; and within the Com-

rod the Great put to dea, upon ſuſ- 
icion of having corrupted his be- 
oved Wife Mariamne, the Daughter 
of Alexandra; after whoſe Death ſhe 
marries Coſtobarus, one of the greateſt 
Men in Idamea, of a Family whoſe 
Anceſtors had formerly officiated as 
Prieſts of Coze, a Deity that they 
had in great Veneration, till they 
came, in the days of Hyrcanas, to 
embrace the Worſhip of the Jews. 
To him Herod gave the Command of 
that Country, and Gaza, with his 
Siſter Salome to Wife : But there was 
a falling out afterwards betwixt Coſ- 
tobarus and Salome, and the Wife ſent 
her Husband a Bill of Divorce, and 
ſo ſhe parted from him, and betook 
her ſelf to her Brother Herod, whom 
by her Contrivance ſhe cauſes to put 
Coſtobarus to death, and atterwardg 
marries Alexias Selcius. 


4. Herod being ſent for by Ant ho. 
m, to anſwer for the Murder of A- 
riſtobulus the High-Prieſt, recom. 
mended the Care of his Wife Mari- 


amne;

amne, the Daughter of Alexandra, 
during his Abſence, to Joſeph, his Siſ- 
ter Salome's Husband ; but with this 
ſecret Inſtruction, that if Anthony put 
him to death, he ſhould deſtroy Ma- 
riamne; for he doted upon her to 
that degree, that it was worſe than 
death to him to think of any other 
Man's enjoying her when he ſhould 
be gone. Foſeph innocently gave a 
hint of this ro the Queen, with an 
intent to poſſeſs her, how wonderful 
a Kindneſs the King had for her, that 


he could not endure the Thought of 


a Separation even in Death it elf. 
This Mariamne bolted out to Herod 
at his return, which made him ſtark 
mad; for it ran ſtrongly in his Head, 
that Joſeph would never have blabb'd 
out ſuch a Secret, bur in the Confi- 
dence of an Amour. In this furious 
Fit of Jealouſy (which was increasd 
by his Siſter Salome's Calumniations) 
he preſently gave oxder to haye them 
both put to death, and Execution 


was done accordingly.

He was 
treacherouſly ſeiʒ d by the Parthians, 
and deliver'd up to Antigonus King of 
the Jews; and in Priſon daſh'd out 
his Brains againſt a Stone, to avoid 
the Cruelty of his Enemy. 


8. Joſeph was lain in a Skirmiſh 
by Antigonus King of the Fews, and 
his Head ſtruck off.

9. Pheroras did as good as ſhare 
with Herod in all the Regalities of 
the Government, ſaving only the 
Crown it ſelf. He had the Profit of 
all the Lands beyond Jordan by the 
Bounty of Herod, at whoſe Requeſt 
Ceſar was prevaiPd with to make him 
a Tetrarch Herod beſtow'd upon 
him his Wife's Siſter in Marriage, and

But being made King of Col:his by 
Claudius, at the Interceſſion of his 
Brother Agrippa Major, he took to 
Wife his Brother's Daughter Berenice, 
of whom mention is made, Acts 13. 
24. and Mariamne marries Agrippa 
Junior. Ciaudius had before given 
Berenice in contract to his Son Mar- 
cus; but the young Man dying before 
the Conſummation of the Marriage, 
Agrippa marry'd the . 4: to his Bro- 
ther Herod. This Herod obtain'd the 
Superintendency over the Temple at 
Jeruſalem, and the Treaſury there- 
unto belonging, as allo the power of 
appointing the High-Prieſts.

great Miſery till the Death of the 
Emperor; when Caius coming to the 
Empire, diſcharg'd him, and gave 
him thoſe Regions that had formerly 
belong'd to Philip, and made his 
Tetrarchate with the Title of King; 
whereunto were aſterwards annex'd 
thoſe other Regions which belong'd 
to the Tetrarchate of Herod *

To theſe Claudius added Judea, Sa- 
maria, and Idumea, and the Country 
of Abilene, which before appertain'd 
to the Tetrarchate of Lyſanias. And 
having thus obtain'd his Grandfa- 
ther's Dominions, he calPd himſelf 
by his Name Herod, and is that He- 
rod mention'd Acts 12.1. He put 
James, the Brother of John, to death, 
ver. 2. and impriſon'd Peter; and a 
little after being ſmitten of an Angel, 
was eaten up of Worms, ver.
